French Will Command 
Foreign Troops On Soil 
Deadline 
Set for 
1969 


PARIS 
AP — 
President 
Charles de Gaulle said today 
any foreign troop elements in 
France after April 4, 1969will 
have to be under French com­ 
mand only. That is the date 
when members of the North At­ 
lantic Treaty Organization can 
choose to leave NATO. 
In the first 
news conference 
of his second term of office, the 
French 
president 
declared 
NATO no longer is adapted to 
present-day needs. He 
said 
France intends 
to “ progres­ 
sively modify dispositions now 
in force.” 
This was taken to mean that 
he would continue to withdraw 
French elements from NATO 
but in such a manner as to per­ 
mit the 14 other NATO allies to 
adjust to it. 
The United 
States now 
has 
about 20,000 troops in France, 
running supply and other bases. 
In addition, the French presi­ 
dent’s statement 
that foreign 
troops would have to come un­ 
der 
French command 
threw 
into question the status of such 
big Allied installations as NATO 
headquarters near the Bois de 
Boulogne in Paris, and the ram­ 
bling V ersailles headquarters 
of supreme headquarters 
of 
Allied 
powers 
in Europe. 
De Gaulle told nearly 1,000 
newsmen and officials inElysee 
Palace: “ It is the will of France 
to dispose 
of her own fate.” 
He declared the United States 
has been in conflicts 
such as 
Korea, 
Cuba 
sic 
and Viet 
Nam, and that such conflicts 
could be escalated into general 
conflagration. He said France, 
of necessity, would be involved 
because her territory is used 
for communications facilities, 
air bases and other military in­ 
stallations. 
De Gaulle declared the United 
States has established a protec­ 
torate in Europe under cover of 
NATO.

SAN FRANCISCO 
AP — The 
late James V. Forrestal, while 
secretary of the Navy, once 
asked his chief of naval opera­ 
tions whether an officer con­ 
victed by a court-martial ever 
had risen to flag rank. 
“ You’re looking at one,” re­ 
plied Fleet Adm. Chester W. 
Nimitz, who commanded the 
most powerful fleet in history 
during World War n. 
As a young officer, the soft- 
spoken Texan had indeed been 
found guilty and reprimanded 
by a Navy court -- for running 
a destroyer aground in Manila 
Bay. 
The admiral, who died Sunday 
at 80, commanded a thousand 
ships and two million men dur­ 
ing the battles leading to the 
surrender of Japan. He was the 
last of the five-star admirals. 
Despite 
holding 
awesome 
power, the 
admiral disliked 
pomp. On his 75th birthday the 
Navy staged a big party for him 
and he remarked: 
“ Am I looking forward 
to 
this? Fm looking forward to the 
end of it. I feel the same about 
it as the man who bought him­ 
self a small boat: His two hap­ 
piest days were when he bought 
it and when he sold it.” 
The admiral’s first experience 
with a small boat was not pleas­ 
ant. Born in a landlocked town, 
he never had seen an ocean 
until he arrived at Annapolis 
and became seasick on his first 
voyage--in a small boat there. 
Nimitz, whose career at sea 
spanned two world wars and the 
birth of the atomic age, died of 
what a Navy spokesman called 
“ complications 
following 
a 
stroke” suffered Jan. 3. 
With him at his homeonYerba 
Buena Island Naval 
Base in 
San Francisco Bay were his 
wife, 
Catherine, 
one of his 
daughters and a grandson. 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) — 
Secretary of Labor W. Willard 
Wirtz is due for a grilling by the 
nation's top labor leaders on 
President Johnson's efforts to 
hold down wage demands which 
the White House considers infla­ 
tionary.

Wirtz, who has had no known 
preliminary talks here about 
growing 
labor 
complaints 
against Johnson, told a news­ 
man he would talk about any­ 
thing the AFL-CIO Executive 
Council wants to bring up. 
Wirtz appears today before the 
opening session of the council, 
the policy-making body of the 
politically potent labor federa­ 
tion which has more than 13 
million members in 129affiliat­ 
ed unions. 
Wirtz said his closed-door dis­ 
cussions with the 29-member 
Executive Council will be infor­ 
mal . 


AFL-CIO President George 
Meany and other council mem­ 
bers also will discuss 
with 
Wirtz their demands for an in­ 
crease in the federal minimum 
wage from $1.25 to $1.40 this 
year, $1.60 next year, and $1.- 
7 5 in 1968. This is one subject 
on which the labor leaders feel 
Wirtz agrees with them. 
Federation officials fear John­ 
son 
may follow the recom­ 
mendations of his Council of 
Economic Advisers for raises 
to $1.40 this year and $1.70 
in 1970, which AFL-CIO sources 
said would kick off a major war 
between labor and 
the John­ 
son administration. 
The 
touchiest 
questioning 
Wirtz will face is the construc­ 
tion unions' charge that a feder­ 
al civil rights suit filed against 
several building trades unions 
in St. Louis was part of a move 
to force them into a formula 
proposed by Wirtz to limit wage 
increases. The presidents of 18 
construction unions flatly re­ 
jected it last week. 
The dispute involves construc­ 
tion of the St. Louis Arch, a 
memorial being financed with 
federal money.

Viet Cong Supplies Crimped 


SAIGON, 
South 
Viet 
Nam 
(AP)—Big U £ . and Allied m ili­ 
tary operations are beginning 
to crimp the Viet Cong supply 
system for the first time. 
The 
most notable success 
came during Operation Van Bu- 
ren, which threw nearly a divi­ 
sion of American, Korean and 
Vietnamese troops into the Tuy 
Hoa rice bowl. Their job was to 
make certain the fertile coastal 
valley's 48,000 tons of rice 
wound up in government store­ 
houses instead of Viet Cong 
caches. 
In the past, large Viet Cong 
units moved into the 200-square- 
mile valley during the harvest 
and controlled more than half of 
it. Now, for the first time in sev­ 
eral years, Phu Yen Province 
will export rice instead of im­ 
porting it. 


UJS. military officials said 
this year three regim ents— two 
Viet Cong and one of North 
Vietnamese regulars - began 
converging on the valley 230 
m iles northeast of Saigon just 
before 
the harvest began a 
month ago. 
The American 101st Airborne 
Brigade, the Korean marine 
brigade and two battalions of 
government troops swept the 
valley clear of the enemy. By 
the official count more than 500 
Communist troops were killed. 
“ If any army marches on its 
stomach, old Charlie is in the 
hurt locker,” a UJ>. adviser in 
Phu Yen Province said. Charlie 
is an American nickname for 
the Viet Cong. 
“ The Viet Cong supply system 
is too good to strangle with what 
we have now, but taking that 


much rice away means real 
trouble for the Viet Cong high­ 
land units,” said a UJS. source 
concerned with trying to block 
supplies to the enemy. 
UJ». Marines near Da Nang 
and U«S.and government troops 
operating in Binh Tuy Province 
carried out sm aller operations 
earlier that brought in nearly 
10,000 tons of rice. 
U.S. troops operating north of 
Saigon have run into hundreds 
of Viet Cong rice caches, big 
and small. Hundreds of tons of 
rice were destroyed or brought 
back and placed under govern­ 
ment control. 
Last year, the national police 
seized nearly 3,000 tons of rice 
at checkpoints set up to control 
the flow of goods from govern­ 
ment to Viet Cong areas. They 
are doing even better this year. 


NEW YORK AP — The na­ 
tion’s armed services have al­ 
most exhausted their trained 
and ready military units, with 
all available forces spread dan­ 
gerously thin in Viet Nam and 
elsewhere, the New York Times 
said today. 
Hanson W. Baldwin, military 
affairs expert of the Times, 
wrote that this is the conclusion 
of a study he made of United 
States Regular 
and Reserve 
forces. 
The story also said in part: 
Virtually all the combat-rea­ 
dy units in the United States 
have been committed to Viet 
Nam. And except for a 
few 
Army and Marine battalions 
and a few squadrons of the Tac­ 
tical Air Command, no more 
units will be fully trained and 
equipped for a number 
of 
months. 
In addition to the shortages in 
trained military manpower and 
in field-grade officers, there 
are major existing shortages 
in uniforms and clothing, and 
actual or potential shortages of 
various 
types 
of ammunition 
and equipment that are causing 
the services concern. 
The commitment of more than 
200,000 men to Viet Nam, sup­ 
ported by strong air and naval 
forces, and the maintenance of 
two divisions in Korea, more 
than five in Europe and 
of 
sm aller units elsewhere, in­ 
cluding the Dominican 
Re­ 
public, have reduced the forces 
in the United States to a train­ 
ing establishment.

THE COST OF WELFARE 
“ Even in the Great Society, it would be cheaper 
to send the unemployed to Harvard.” 
That wry editorial comment comes from the 
Charleston (.S.C.) News and Courier. It has to do 
with some revealing facts concerning training 
projects in Virginia disclosed by Senator Robert­ 
son of that state. 
Examples: 36 unemployed kitchen helpers were 
being trained at a cost of $33,601. Sixty unem­ 
ployed persons were being trained as nurses’ 
aids at a cost of $78,390. Eighteen unemployed 
workers were being trained as bricklayers at a 
cost of $70,579. 
Sen. Robertson did a little arithmetic (old 
style) and found that it cost $3,921 to train each 
bricklayer and $5,497 to train each plumber’s 
helper. Even in these days of inflation, you can 
get a good deal of college education for that kind 
of money. 
You may be for or against the anti-poverty 
and other welfare programs, but one thing is very 
clear: The costs, largely because of the politics 
and its favors for party workers, run mighty 
high in the light of results obtained. And those 
costs are almost invariably greater than the 
first estimates which makes this mess even 
worse.

SYMINGTON’S SANE COUNSEL 
The time has come for a decision in Vietnam. 
But first there must be a firm decision in 
Washington, and there is none. 
North Vietnam has replied to the 37-day-old 
peace offensive of the Administration by launch­ 
ing new aggression, resolving again to crush 
the South Vietnamese and the United States 
forces trying to defend that nation’s freedom. 
The United States reply has been to launch 
a m assive social and economic offensive. There 
is much talk of committing American troops 


to fight a limited war in Vietnam for a decade, 
or longer. 
Strong rhetoric and promises of fidelity to 
South Vietnam will have no effect on the im­ 
placable Reds. 
There is, of course, a realistic way to win the 
war in Vietnam. Missouri’s Senator Stuart 
Symington has persistently, untiringly urged it 
upon the government. The distinguished Sena­ 
tor, who served as this nation’s first Secretary 
of the Air Force and has been a key member 
of the Senate Armed Forces and Foreign Rela­ 
tions Committees for years, has made an on-the- 
scene study of the protracted Vietnam struggle. 
To end the war and save countless Ameri­ 
can and Vietnamese lives, Senator Symington 
has called for a blockade and the mining of 
Haiphong waters, the principal North Viet­ 
namese port. This would cut off about 80 per 
cent of the war materiel now coming into 
North Vietnam. 
He also urges air attacks on important mili­ 
tary targets such as power plants, oil stores, 
docks, etc., to destroy that Communist country’s 
capacity to wage war against South Vietnam. 
He further recommends full use of United 
States seapower to pound Communist instal­ 
lations and troop concentrations along the coast 
of North Vietnam. 
We should, in the Senator’s words, “ move 
ahead or move out.” There is no question 
but that he is right. He is both prescient and 
courageous to keep hammering this theme. 
The years of limited war against the Viet 
Cong and North Vietnamese have failed. If 
continued, limited war must fail and, in the 
end, bring defeat. Such a policy allows the 
enemy every advantage, permitting him to 
choose the time and place of battle, the use of 
weapons most suited to his purpose and, most 
unforgivable of all, sanctuaries from which to 
attack, regroup, and attack again. 
We are told by the counsels of despair that 
to act decisively for victory in Vietnam might 
bring the Chinese Communists into the war or 
we might antagonize the Russians. 
Some of our befuddled statesmen suggest we 
must not run the risk of offending the Soviets 
because they are acting as a counterweight to 
Red Chinese in Southeast Asia. This is a ra­ 
tionale of defeat and a conscience-salving de­ 
fense of inaction. 
To justify the decisive course proposed by 
Senator Symington, we need only ask ourselves 
were we right in guaranteeing the freedom of 
South Vietnam against outside aggression? We 
were, of course. Just as we were right when 
we went to the defense of France against Ger­ 
man invasions in two world wars and in turn­ 
ing back Red aggression in Korea. 
The fact that the North Vietnamese, aided 
and guided by Red China and the Soviet Union, 
have had a large measure of success to date 
in adapting new techniques of infiltration and 
guerrilla warfare in the invasion of South Viet­ 
nam does not invalidate the pledge. 
Having embarked on this aggression openly 
and deliberately, the Communist conspiracy 
cannot be permitted to determine how the 
United States and its allies shall respond. To 
permit this is to entertain suicide. 
The American people will support the de­ 
cisive action called for by Senator Symington. 
They are growing weary of half measures and 
indecision that commits American men to fight 
a limited war on term s prescribed by the 
Communists. They want a victory in Vietnam, 
not endless talk about trying to get the aggres­ 
sors to the conference table. 
The only way to bring Ho Chi Minh to the 
conference table is to defeat his arm ies and 
knock out his nation’s ability to make war. 
Faced with strong American ground, air and 
sea power, he will quickly find the price of 
aggression too high to endure.

BUILT-IN PROTECTION 
The so-called consumer pro­ 
tection movement seems to be 
rolling merrily along. A Special 
Assistant for Consumer Inter­ 
ests, with direct access to the 
President, is in office. And a 
President’s Committee on Con­ 
sum er Interests 
has been ap­ 
pointed, 
made up 
of top of­ 
ficials 
of 10 federal depart­ 
ments, plus 12 private citizens 
of the President’s selection. 
What will come of this 
re ­ 
mains to be seen. But something 
said 
by an officer of a lead­ 
ing 
retail chain is certainly 
apropos. 
After 
listing some 
of the charges made 
against 
retailers 
and other business 
people, 
he asked who is to do 
the controlling if there are to be 
new controls. Then he said: “ .. 
the answer does not lie in more 
and greater government con­ 
trols. For slowly and steadily 
the 
government 
has become 
less and less a government of 
elected representatives of the 
people 
and more and more 
a 
government of professional ap­ 
pointees, 
responsible 
only 
to 
the people who appointed 


them. 
If 
increased controls 
were initiated 
on business in 
general 
and retailing and dis­ 
tribution in particular, 
these 
controls would continue to fall 
in the hands of this 
already 
burgeoning professional bur­ 
eaucracy.” 
After that, he 
reached 
the 
heart of the m atter in 
these 
words: “ . . . the 
fact r e ­ 
mains that 
for responsibility 
and control, our present sys­ 
tem 
offers a great deal more 
to the buying public ... the m ar­ 
keting 
and 
retailing o r­ 
ganization is responsible to the 
public. . . .Once a 
customer 
comes to question the honesty 
of a company . . .once a cus­ 
tom er 
criticizes the way that 
company treats him. . he stops 
being a 
customer. 
And when 
he stops 
being a customer, 
he exercises a 
far 
greater 
control over that company than 
any government board of con­ 
trol could ever possess.” 
The system itself 
contains 
built-in 
consumer protection. 
This protection exists without 
bureaucracy 
telling 
anyone 
what he can make, what he can 
sell, and what he can buy. 
* * * 
WHEN? 
There is no particular mystery 
as to why the railroads have 
long been the victims of strait 
jacket regulatory laws 
and 
practices 
that have retarded 
their growth and progress and 
have worked to the direct dis­ 
advantage of the enormous pub­ 


lic interest that is involved. 
Long ago when the regulatory 
philosophy was established and 
many of the existing 
laws 
written, the railroads had 
a 
monopoly on mass transporta­ 
tion. So, it was believed , the 
strictest kind of regulation was 
needed, and justified or not it 
was imposed. And a variant of 
this reasoning led many states 
to tax railroad property at much 
higher rates than other compar­ 
able property. 
As Carl Sandberg wrote, ", . 
the past is a bucket of ashes.” 
And that poetic view certainly 
applies 
to 
the 
very con­ 
crete problems of the railroads. 
The 
age of transportation 
monopoly has gone. Transpor­ 
tation has become one of the 
most competitive of industries, 
with carriers by road, air and 
water all aggressively seek­ 
ing business. But only the rail- 
roads carry so heavy a burden 
of 
regulation, 
and only the 
railroads 
must pay their own 
way, fully. 
The highest authorities — in­ 
cluding 
Presidents of 
the 
United States and a long list 
of blue chip commissions and 
special investigative bodies — 
have urged a relaxation of regu­ 
lation to be followed by great­ 
er reliance on fair competition 
among all the carriers. They 
have 
urged 
such necessary 
steps as user - charges 
for 
publicly - built transportation 
facilities, 
the waterways be­ 
ing 
one example; 
a 
more 
liberal 
attitude 
toward 
mergers; 
and fair and equit­ 
able 
tax 
policies. Almost 
everyone feels that these steps 
will come. But when?

“ Would you like to use

plane for the rest of the week?” 
added the note. 
Exactly a week later the Sena, 
tor wrote privately to O'Neil: 
“ You can’t 
imagine 
what a 
wonderful help the use of your 
plane was to me during this 
last week . . . Also, I want to 
mention how very impressed 
I was with your pilot, Corbet 
Ballard. He is a very fine pilot 
and was most cooperative and 
courteous to me.” 
And that’s how the senator 
from Connecticut gets around 
without paying.

Union’s 
Demand 
For One 
Extra Joe Cripples Ship Set to 
Carry Material to Smash Viet 
Nam Black Market and Port 
Chaos. 
Washington, D. C.: — Early in 
January, U .S. strategists were 
alerted to rush rice as well as 
rifles; water pipe as well as 
war planes to the fighting front. 
Heavy tonnage of rice 
was 
needed to smash a brutal black 
market in Viet Nam. Pipe, miles 
and miles of it, is needed 
foi 
meshing into new docks 
nov 
transforming 
glistening 
beaches into swift transport 
depots. 
The Military Sea Transporta, 
tion Service (MSTS) quickly got 
to the owners of a brand 
new 
automated ship just about to go 
down the ways at the Avondale 
yards in Louisiana. She is the 
SS Elizabeth Lykes, a trim , 
swift, $12 million, 13,700-ton 
craft. 
Just the thing to rush the rice 
to offset Viet Cong propaganda 
and to speed the pipe so the 
docks would be ready to berth 
and turn around the idling 80 
or more freighters waiting to 
be unloaded. 
Without 
pipe, no docks. No 
docks, no unloading. No unload­ 
ing, no supplies, from tied-up 
ships and crews. 
The rice was nearby at New 
Orleans and Lake Charles. The 
pipe cargo was handy, too. Since 
the ship was in shape to sail, 
it was arranged to load her 
with the food, equipment and oth­ 
er military tonnage - about 1,- 
812 tons in all. And “ essential 
military cargo” at that ac­ 
cording to the Pentagon, 
the 
MSTS, Labor Secretary Wirtz 
and the Administration for In­ 
ternational Development (AID). 
But the ship did not load on 
Feb. 5. Nor for weeks after­ 
wards. There were no engineers 
for the automatic vessels though 
the Lykes company had trained 
them. They just did not show. 
The 
union, 
the 
Marine 
Engineers 
Beneficial Assn. 
(MEBA), did not permit them. 
No official strike - an un­ 
strike, sort of. Just 
no en­ 
gineers showed up. So no crew 
was summoned from the Na- 
tional Maritime Union (NMU) 
hiring hall. 
Wires went out from the Labor 
Dept. There were conferences. 
All 
were 
filled with 
talk 
of “ essential” cargo. But still 
no engineers. Jesse Calhoon, 
MEBA president, was unavail­ 
able despite days of telephoning 
by this newsman. 
So the MSTS got its pipe and 
other “ essential military car­ 
go” aboard other ships. There 
is no recent report on what 
happened to AID's rice. 
One 
spokesman for 
the 
union, when finally reached, told 
this columnist that there never 
had been any military cargo of­ 
fered for the ship. A company 
spokesman - and government 
officials — averred that 
the 


pipe was bound for a Manila 
port to be transshipped quickly 
to Viet Nam's shoreline. Still 
other vital cargo was bound for 
South Korea. 
But why no union engineers? 
The conflict pivoted around the 
number of engineers required 
to run this new ship. The com­ 
pany wanted five — the same as 
the number manning a sim ilar 
automated 
sister ship, 
the 
U. S. Louise Lykes. The union, 
in effect, said six or nothing. 
It wanted a third 
engineer. 
The company retorted that two 
such officers 
would 
be suf­ 
ficient. 
In the trade five engineers 
constitute an automatic ship's 
full complement. Six would, in 
effect, make it the equivalent of 
a non • automatic. This would 
complicate m atters. 
Automatic ships carry an un­ 
licensed crew of 23 men. Non­ 
automatic 
freighters require 
another four or five 
seamen. 
Thus, if another engineer was 
taken 
on, another batch 
of 
NMU men would have to be put 
aboard. That's the rule. 
But MEBA insisted on 
the 
sixth engineer. This was not 
just a matter of jobs. It's the 
“ long*run” view. What happens 
after the long-run war and all 
new ships are automated — 
that’s the question. 


MEBA certainly was looking 
ahead. At the moment there 
just are not enough marine en­ 
gineers to man all the craft 
which must go to the Far East. 
Fact is the MEBA people have 
been saying that vital cargo 
is being stalled because there 
are insufficient engineers. 
So the company said, 
let 
the S. S. Elizabeth Lykes sail 
with five engineers on just this 
one run — without prejudice or 
precedent and we’ll argue later. 
Furtherm ore, 
after 
last 
year's strike MEBA agreed to 
President Johnson's proposal 
that there would be no stoppage 
over manning tables. A two- 
man committee of LaborSecre- 
tary Willard Wirtz and AFL- 
CIO President George Meany 
was appointed to settle 
such 
disputes. There even is a sub­ 
committee. 
But the union, in effect, said 
no engineers and added quixoti­ 
cally, unless the company turns 
the U. S. Elizabeth Lykes over 
to the government. The shipping 
lines* president, Frank Nemec 
pointed out that the union was 
merely maneuvering, knowing 
full well that Lykes already 
had turned 14 vessels over to 
MSTS. 
Furtherm ore, this would give 
the union the right to tell the 
company what to do with 
its 
property. Still furthermore, the 
government has not asked for 
the ship. And so it went for 
weeks. 
Meanwhile a lot of kids have 
been fighting a mighty tough war 
a long way from Main Street.

THE COST OF WELFARE 
“ Even in the Great Society, it would be cheaper 
to send the unemployed to Harvard.” 
That wry editorial comment comes from the 
Charleston (.S.C.) News and Courier. It has to do 
with some revealing facts concerning training 
projects in Virginia disclosed by Senator Robert­ 
son of that state. 
Examples: 36 unemployed kitchen helpers were 
being trained at a cost of $33,601. Sixty unem­ 
ployed persons were being trained as nurses’ 
aids at a cost of $78,390. Eighteen unemployed 
workers were being trained as bricklayers at a 
cost of $70,579. 
Sen. Robertson did a little arithmetic (old 
style) and found that it cost $3,921 to train each 
bricklayer and $5,497 to train each plumber’s 
helper. Even in these days of inflation, you can 
get a good deal of college education for that kind 
of money. 
You may be for or against the anti-poverty 
and other welfare programs, but one thing is very 
clear: The costs, largely because of the politics 
and its favors for party workers, run mighty 
high in the light of results obtained. And those 
costs are almost invariably greater than the 
first estimates which makes this mess even 
worse. 
If the people demand it, Congress can correct 
the waste of the taxpayers* money in the anti­ 
poverty programs—so write a letter and state 
your views now, not later.

SYMINGTON’S SANE COUNSEL 
The time has come for a decision in Vietnam. 
But first there must be a firm decision in 
Washington, and there is none. 
North Vietnam has replied to the 37-day-old 
peace offensive of the Administration by launch­ 
ing new aggression, resolving again to crush 
the South Vietnamese and the United States 
forces trying to defend that nation’s freedom. 
The United States reply has been to launch 
a massive social and economic offensive. There 
is much talk of committing American troops 


to fight a limited war in Vietnam for a decade, 
or longer. 
Strong rhetoric and promises of fidelity to 
South Vietnam will have no effect on the im­ 
placable Reds. 
There is, of course, a realistic way to win the 
war in Vietnam. Missouri’s Senator Stuart 
Symington has persistently, untiringly urged it 
upon the government. The distinguished Sena­ 
tor, who served as this nation’s first Secretary 
of the Air Force and has been a key member 
of the Senate Armed Forces and Foreign Rela­ 
tions Committees for years, has made an on-the- 
scene study of the protracted Vietnam struggle. 
To end the war and save countless Ameri­ 
can and Vietnamese lives, Senator Symington 
has called for a blockade and the mining of 
Haiphong waters, the principal North Viet­ 
namese port. This would cut off about 80 per 
cent of the war materiel now coming into 
North Vietnam. 
He also urges air attacks on important mili­ 
tary targets such as power plants, oil stores, 
docks, etc., to destroy that Communist country’s 
capacity to wage war against South Vietnam. 
He further recommends full use of United 
States seapower to pound Communist instal­ 
lations and troop concentrations along the coast 
of North Vietnam. 
We should, in the Senator’s words, “move 
ahead or move out.” There is no question 
but that he is right. He is both prescient and 
courageous to keep hammering this theme. 
The years of limited war against the Viet 
Cong and North Vietnamese have failed. If 
continued, limited war must fail and, in the 
end, bring defeat. Such a policy allows the 
enemy every advantage, permitting him to 
choose the time and place of battle, the use of 
weapons most suited to his purpose and, most 
unforgivable of all, sanctuaries from which to 
attack, regroup, and attack again. 
We are told by the counsels of despair that 
to act decisively for victory in Vietnam might 
bring the Chinese Communists into the war or 
we might antagonize the Russians. 
Some of our befuddled statesmen suggest we 
must not run the risk of offending the Soviets 
because they are acting as a counterweight to 
Red Chinese in Southeast Asia. This is a ra­ 
tionale of defeat and a conscience-salving de­ 
fense of inaction. 
To justify the decisive course proposed by 
Senator Symington, we need only ask ourselves 
were we right in guaranteeing the freedom of 
South Vietnam against outside aggression? We 
were, of course. Just as we were right when 
we went to the defense of France against Ger­ 
man invasions in two world wars and in turn­ 
ing back Red aggression in Korea. 
The fact that the North Vietnamese, aided 
and guided by Red China and the Soviet Union, 
have had a large measure of success to date 
in adapting new techniques of infiltration and 
guerrilla warfare in the invasion of South Viet­ 
nam does not invalidate the pledge. 
Having embarked on this aggression openly 
and deliberately, the Communist conspiracy 
cannot be permitted to determine how the 
United States and its allies shall respond. To 
permit this is to entertain suicide. 
The American people will support the de­ 
cisive action called for by Senator Symington. 
They are growing weary of half measures and 
indecision that commits American men to fight 
a limited war on terms prescribed by the 
Communists. They want a victory in Vietnam, 
not endless talk about trying to get the aggres­ 
sors to the conference table. 
The only way to bring Ho Chi Minh to the 
conference table is to defeat his armies and 
knock out his nation’s ability to make war. 
Faced with strong American ground, air and 
sea power, he will quickly find the price of 
aggression too high to endure.

The so-called consumer pro­ 
tection movement seems to be 
rolling merrily along. A Special 
Assistant for Consumer Inter­ 
ests, with direct access to the 
President, Is in office. And a 
President's Committee on Con­

mains that for responsibility 
and control, our present sys­ 
tem 
offers a great deal more 
to the buying public... the m ar­ 
keting 
and retailing or­ 
ganization is responsible to the 
public. . . .Once a customer 
comes to question the honesty 
of a company . . .once a cus­ 
tomer criticizes the way that 
company treats him. . he stops 
being a customer. 
And when 
he stops 
being a customer, 
he exercises a 
far greater 
control over that company than 
any government board of con­ 
trol could ever possess." 
The system itself 
contains 
built-in 
consumer protection. 
This protection exists without 
bureaucracy 
telling anyone 
what he can make, what he can 
sell, and what he can buy.

If they are 
taught always to depend on the 
initiative of someone else, they 
become helpless spectators in 
a real emergency. No man can 
live a filii and useful life with­ 
out “ getting involved." The 
self-reliant man is always in­ 
volved.

Union's Demand 
For One 
Extra Joe Cripples Ship Set to 
Carry Material to Smash Viet 
Nam Black Market and Port 
Chaos. 
Washington, D. C.: — Early in 
January, U. S. strategists were 
alerted to rush rice as well as 
rifles; water pipe as well as 
war planes to the fighting front. 
Heavy tonnage of rice 
wa* 
needed to smash a brutal black 
market in Viet Nam. Pipe, miles 
and miles of it, is needed foi 
meshing into new docks noa 
transforming 
glistening 
beaches into swift transport 
depots. 
The Military Sea Transportal 
tion Service (MSTR) quickly got 
to the owners of a brand 
new 
automated ship just about to go 
down the ways at the Avondale 
yards in Louisiana. She is the 
SS Elizabeth Lykes, a trim, 
swift, $12 million, 13,700-ton 
craft. 
Just the thing to rush the rice 
to offset Viet Cong propaganda 
and to speed the pipe so the 
docks would be ready to berth 
and turn around the idling 80 
or more freighters waiting to 
be unloaded. 
Without pipe, no docks. No 
docks, no unloading. No unload­ 
ing, no supplies, from tled-up 
ships and crews. 
The rice was nearby at New 
Orleans and Lake Charles. The 
pipe cargo was handy, too. Since 
the ship was in shape to sail, 
it was arranged to load her 
with the food, equipment and oth- 
er military tonnage •• about I,- 
812 tons in all. And "essential 
military cargo" at that ac­ 
cording to the Pentagon, 
the 
MSTR, Labor Secretary Wlrtz 
and the Administration for In­ 
ternational Development (AID). 
But the ship did not load on 
Feb. 5. Nor for weeks after­ 
wards. There were no engineers 
for the automatic vessels though 
the Lykes company had trained 
them. They just did not show. 
The 
union, 
the 
Marine 
Engineers 
Beneficial Assn. 
(MEBA), did not permit them. 
No official strike — an un- 
strlke, sort of. Just 
no en­ 
gineers showed up. So no crew 
was summoned from the Na. 
tlonal Maritime Union (NMU) 
hiring tiall. 
Wires went out from theLabor 
Dept. There were conferences. 
All 
were filled with 
talk 
of "essential" cargo. But still 
no engineers. Jesse Calhoon, 
MEBA president, was unavail­ 
able despite days of telephoning 
by this newsman. 
So the MS TS got its pipe and 
other "essential military car­ 
go" aboard other ships. There 
Is no recent report on what 
'happened to AID*s rice. 
One 
spokesman for 
the 
union, when finally reached, told 
this columnist ttiat there never 
had been any military cargo of­ 
fered for the ship. A company 
spokesman — and government 
officials — averred that 
the 


pipe was bound for a Manila 
port to be transshipped quickly 
to Viet Nam's shoreline. Still 
other vital cargo was bound for 
South Korea. 
But why no union engineers? 
The conflict pivoted around the 
number of engineers required 
to run this new ship. The com­ 
pany wanted five — the same as 
the number manning a similar 
automated 
sister ship, 
the 
U. S. Louise Lykes. The union, 
in effect, said six or nothing. 
It wanted a third engineer. 
The company retorted that two 
such officers 
would be suf­ 
ficient. 
In the trade five engineers 
constitute an automatic ship’s 
full complement. Six would, in 
effect, make it the equivalent of 
a non • automatic. This would 
complicate matters. 
Automatic ships carry an un­ 
licensed crew of 23 men. Non­ 
automatic freighters require 
another four or five seamen. 
Thus, if another engineer was 
taken 
on, another batch 
of 
NMU men would have to be put 
aboard. That's the rule. 
But MEBA insisted on the 
sixth engineer. This was not 
Just a matter of jobs. It's the 
"long'run" view. What happens 
after the long-run war and all 
new ships are automated — 
that's the question. 


MEBA certainly was looking 
ahead. At the moment there 
just are not enough marine en­ 
gineers to man all the craft 
which must go to the Far East. 
Fact is the MEBA people have 
been saying that vital cargo 
is being stalled because there 
are insufficient engineers. 
So the company said, 
let 
the S. S. Elizabeth Lykes sail 
with five engineers on just this 
one run — without prejudice or 
precedent and well argue later. 
Furthermore, 
after 
last 
year’s strike MEBA agreed to 
President Johnson's proposal 
that there would to no stoppage 
over manning tables, A two- 
man committee of LaborSecre- 
tary Willard Wlrtz and AFL. 
CIO President George Meany 
was appointed to settle 
such 
disputes. There even Is a sub­ 
committee. 
But the union, in effect, said 
no engineers and added quixote 
(•ally, unless the company turns 
the U. S. Elizabeth Lykes over 
to the government. The shipping 
lines' president, Frank Nemec 
pointed out that the union was 
merely maneuvering, knowing 
full well that Lykes already 
had turned 14 vessels over to 
MS TS. 
Furthermore, this would give 
the union the right to tell the 
company what to do with its 
property. Still furthermore,the 
government lias not asked for 
the ship. And so it went for 
weeks. 
Meanwhile a lot of kids have 
been fighting a mighty tough war 
a long way from Main Street.

It was a New York 
grocer, 
a woman, Mary Simpson, who 
originated the public holiday 
observance 
of 
Washington’s 
birthday. I discovered 
this 
quite 
by accident when re­ 
searching in “ The American 
Metropolis” by 
Frank Moss, 
regarding the history of early 
New York streets. 
Mary Simpson was one of the 
few trusted and indispensable 
slaves the Washingtons brought 
from the Virginia plantation to 
staff their New York home when 
Washington took office as our 
first President in 1789. Mary 
had a great ambition which 
she confided to “ her General.” 
Simple as this; to run a little 
store. Before the Washingtons 
left 
New York for Philadel­ 
phia, the President gave Mary 
her freedom and financial aid 
to start a new life on her own. 
Mary rented a basement 
at 
Cliff 
and John 
streets. The 
store was in the front, living 
quarters in the rear. She sold 
milk, butter and eggs. 
She 
made cookies, pies and cakes to 
sell in the sweet case. As a 
sideline 
she 
took in shirts 
to wash for the gentlemen of 
the neighborhood. 


Mary’s hero was 
General 
George Washington. His birth­ 
day was her holiday. Never did 
she forget the date and she 
would not tolerate forgetful­ 
ness in others. Each year those 
who shopped in the store and 
“ the gentlemen” of the shirts 
were invited to her Washington 
birthday party. This was a cake 
and punch affair, punch then 
being the fashionable drink. But 
coffee also was served. This 
Mary made pot by pot to be 
hot the day long. 
Mary baked a “ Great Cake,” 
said to be the General’s fa­ 
vorite while she lived with the 
family at Mount Vernon. The 
cake and liquid refreshments 
were arranged on a table cov­ 
ered with her best cloth. The 
table was pushed to the wall 
beneath Washington’s portrait 


which he had given her wnen 
she set up shop. Nearby was 
a little goatskin trunk. This 
too had belonged to the Gen­ 
eral. His initials in nailheads 
were marked on the lid. 
Each year Mary admitted being 
fearful if she didn’t keep up 
the day by her small celebra­ 
tion that Washington would soon 
be forgotten.

George Washington 
Monument Cleaned 


WASHINGTON (A P) — They 
vacuumed 
the inside of the 
Washington 
Monument 
last 
week — just in time for George 
Washington’s birthday. 
It was the monument’s semi­ 
annual interior cleaning, a time 
for picking up the dust that two 
million tourists leave behind 
each jear in the 555-foot-high 
granite shaft. The monument in 
1964 had its first exterior clean­ 
ing in 30 years. 
Joseph P. Eaglin, monument 
supervisor, estimates his men 
cart out two 20-gallon cans of 
dust each week. 
But 
last 
week’s 
thorough 
cleaning 
included the monu­ 
ment’s entire interior-not just 
the 898 steps and the landings 
which are cleaned daily. 
For the day and one-half of 
cleaning 
the 
monument was 
closed to the public. The only 
visitors were the workmen— 20 
on each shift — cleaning from 6 
p.m. Wednesday until Friday 
morning. 
Twice 
each 
year National 
Park Service workers repaint 
the benches, the ground floor 
room where visitors await the 
elevator for the one-minute ride 
to the top and the observation 
deck. 
Also, they wash the elevator 
shaft and roof and erase the 
crayoned remembrances visi­ 
tors have left behind. 
Special attention is given to 
the 190 memorial stones that 
line the inside of the drafty 
monument's walls. Donated by 
states, organizations and indi­ 
viduals, they are favorite tar­ 
gets of the crayon wielders. 
The only tourists who see 
most of the memorial tablets 
are those who use the stairs — 
and most ride the elevator. 
Anybody who gets to the top, 
however, can see a stone from 
the ruins of ancientCarthage.lt 
was found seven years ago in a 
corner of a stair well. It had 
lain there about 80 years and 
was to have been set in the wall 
with the others. 
Another stone is slightly ra­ 
dioactive — but not enough to 
be harmful. 


In 1949 a visitor with a Geiger 
counter found the radioactivity 
about half way up the monu­ 
ment. It is raw uranium in a 
memorial stone from Colorado.

will the new ruling on communi­ 
ty antenna television affect pro­ 
grams in the two million Am eri­ 
can homes equipped with the 
service?

“ There’s no change,” Henry 
said in an interview. “ The only 
thing it’s going to do is perhaps 
force the local broadcaster to be 
more on his toes and put on the 
kind of program that will ensure 
his place in the market.” 
Actually, Henry said, “ We’ve 
been putting some conditions on 
CATV for almost two years now 
with 
no problems.” He pre­ 
dicted that federal control over 
CATV would not affect the aver­ 
age monthly cost of the service, 
now about $4.50. 
CATV systems work this way: 
Huge antennas are erected near 
a community to pull down the 
signals of distant television sta­ 
tions -- sometimes relayed to 
to the antenna with the aid of 
microwave facilities. The sig­ 
nals are then fed over a cable 
into the homes of subscribers, 
who pay a fixed monthly fee 
averaging $4.50. In remote ru­ 
ral areas, where the industry 
was born, as well as in big 
cities, to which it has spread, 
CATV provides a greater se­ 
lection of channels and clearer 
reception. 
The FCC took over control of 
the 1,600 CATV systems Tues­ 
day. 
At the same time it 
dropped its 15-day rule aimed at 
protecting FCC-licensed tele­ 
vision stations.

Mary Simpson was one of the 
few trusted and indispensable 
slaves the Washingtons brought 
from the Virginia plantation to 
staff their New York home when 
Washington took office as our 
first President in 1789. Mary 
had a great ambition which 
she confided to "her General." 
Simple as this; to run a little 
store. Before the Washingtons 
left 
New York for Philadel­ 
phia, the President gave Mary 
her freedom and financial aid 
to start a new life on her own. 
Mary rented a basement 
at 
Cliff and John 
streets. The 
store was in the front, living 
quarters in the rear. She sold 
milk, butter and eggs. 
She 
made cookies, pies and cakes to 
sell in the sweet case.

George Washington. His birth­ 
day was her holiday. Never did 
she forget the date and she 
would not tolerate forgetful­ 
ness in others.

George Washington 
Monument Cleaned 


WASHINGTON (A P) — They 
vacuumed the inside of the 
Washington 
Monument 
last 
week — just in time for George 
Washington’s birthday. 
It was the monument’s semi­ 
annual interior cleaning, a time 
for. picking up tile dust that two 
million tourists leave behind 
each year in the 555-foot-high 
granite shaft. The monument in 
1964 had its first exterior clean­ 
ing in 30 years. 
Joseph P. Eaglin, monument 
supervisor, estimates his men 
cart out two 20-gallon cans of 
dust each week. 
But 
last 
week's 
thorough 
cleaning 
included the monu­ 
ment’s entire interior-not just 
tile 898 steps and the landings 
which are cleaned daily. 
For the day and one-half of 
cleaning the 
monument was 
closed to the public. The only 
visitors were the workmen— 20 
on each shift — cleaning from 6 
p.m. Wednesday until Friday 
morning. 
Twice 
each 
year National 
Park Service workers repaint 
the benches, the ground floor 
room where visitors await the 
elevator for the one-minute ride 
to the top and the observation 
deck. 
Also, they wash the elevator 
shaft and roof and erase the 
crayoned remembrances visi­ 
tors have left behind. 
Special attention is given to 
the 190 memorial stones that 
line the inside of the drafty 
monument's walls. Donated by 
states, organizations and indi­ 
viduals, they are favorite tar­ 
gets of the crayon wielders. 
The only tourists who see 
most of the memorial tablets 
are those who use the stairs — 
and most ride the elevator. 
Anybody who gets to the top, 
however, can see a stone from 
the ruins of ancientCarthage.lt 
was found seven years ago in a 
corner of a stair well. It had 
lain there about 80 years and 
was to have been set in the wall 
with the others. 
Another stone is slightly ra­ 
dioactive — but not enough to 
be harmful.

School Teachers 


Project for 


Cape School 


C ARUTHERSVILLE — Teach­ 
ers in the public school system 
who are on the salary schedule 
will get a $100 per year raise 
next year as the result of action 
taken by the School Board at 
its 
regular montiilj meeting. 
In 
conjunction with the pay 
hike for teachers, 
the board 
also agreed to propose a 10 cent 
school tax increase at the annual 
school election in April. 
While the pay raise will cost 
:he school system about $15,000 
to $18,000 per year, the board 
pointed out, the tax increase 
will bring in only about $7,500 
to the system and thus it will 
not cover the entire cost 
of 
the raises. 
The starting pay, under the 
new salary schedule, for a be­ 
ginning teacher with a Bachelor 
of Science degree will be $4,300 
and the top pay for a teacher 
who is on the schedule will be 
$5,250. 
However, 
there 
are some 
teachers who are not on the 
salary schedule such as band 
director Nick L iest. His 
pay 
was increased from $6,300 to 
$6,350 per year. He works on 
a 12-month schedule rather than 
nine months as most eachers. 
The high school counselor got 
a pay raise from $6,500 to $6,- 
700 and the director of element­ 
ary 
education's 
pay was in­ 
creased from $7,000 to $7,200 
per year. Washington's princi­ 
pal got a raise of $200 putting 
his salary at $6,350. 
It was decided to notify the 
necessary authorities that the 
public school system will not 
operate 
a project head start 
program next summer. In spite 
of the fact that it was reported 
last fall that such funds had 
been cut off because of alleged 
segregation last summer, the 
school was notified that funds 
were again available. In view 
of past experience, however, 


the board decided against try­ 
ing the program this year. 
The funds, however, can be 
made 
available 
to organiza­ 
tions 
other than the school 
system that might want to oper­ 
ate the program. It was added, 
however, that the decision to not 
conduct the program was based 
on the fact that work on school 
buildings will preclude having 
such summer activities. 


It is likely that the school will 
take part in a sm aller neigh­ 
borhood youth corps 
project 
this 
summer in which area 
young people are provided jobs 
doing work needed on the build­ 
ings, lawns and equipment. 
Federal funds are also being 
offered for special remedial and 
health programs and the board 
indicated they will probably take 
advantage of them. One program 
already 
worked 
out 
is 
for 
remedial reading classes for 
all the schools. Others being 
considered are in the field of 
remedial music, school nurses, 
counseling and a county mater­ 
ials center for such items as 
special films, film strips, pro­ 
jectors and other items which 
can be shared by the schools. 
These programs have not all 
been planned but Supt. W'. V. Hill 
indicated they will be completed 
and submitted to the proper fed­ 
eral agency for its approval. 


The current 
enrollment 
of 
the schools is 2,197. It 
was 
pointed out that 42 per cent of 
these pupils come from what 
the federal government cla ssi­ 
fies as impoverished fam ilies, 
many of them depending upon 
welfare 
and ADC for 
their 
living. 
The current tax rate is $3.60 
per $100 valuation and the 10$ 
increase would put it at $3.70. 
Patrons of the district

Pay R aise for 
School Teachers 


Project for 


Cape School 


CARUTHERSVILLE — Teach­ 
ers in the public school system 
who are on the salary schedule 
will get a $100 per year raise 
next year as the result of action 
taken by the School Board at 
its regular montiil> meeting. 
In conjunction with the pay 
hike for teachers, 
the board 
also agreed to propose a IO cent 
school tax increase at the annual 
school election in April. 
While the pay raise will cost 
che school system about $15,000 
to $18,000 per year, the board 
pointed out, the tax increase 
will bring in only about $7,500 
to the system and thus it will 
not cover the entire cost 
of 
the raises. 
The starting pay, under the 
new salary schedule, for a be­ 
ginning teacher with a Bachelor 
of Science degree will be $4,300 
and the top pay for a teacher 
who is on the schedule will be 
$5,250. 
However, there 
are some 
teachers who are not on the 
salary schedule such as band 
director Nick Liest. His 
pay 
was increased from $6,300 to 
$6,350 per year. He works on 
a 12-month schedule rather than 
nine months as most eachers. 
The high school counselor got 
a pay raise from $6,500 to $6,- 
700 and the director of element­ 
ary 
education's 
pay was in­ 
creased from $7,000 to $7,200 
per year. Washington's princi­ 
pal got a raise of $200 putting 
his salary at $6,350. 
It was decided to notify the 
necessary authorities that the 
public school system will not 
operate a project head start 
program next summer. In spite 
of the fact that it was reported 
last fall that such funds had 
been cut off because of alleged 
segregation last summer, the 
school was notified that funds 
were again available. In view 
of past experience, however, 


the board decided against try­ 
ing the program this year. 
The funds, however, can be 
made available to organiza­ 
tions 
other than the school 
system that might want to oper­ 
ate the program. It was added, 
however, that the decision to not 
conduct the program was based 
on the fact that work on school 
buildings will preclude having 
such summer activities. 


It is likely that the school will 
take part in a sm aller neigh­ 
borhood youth corps project 
this 
summer in which area 
young people are provided jobs 
doing work needed on the build­ 
ings, lawns and equipment. 
Federal funds are also being 
offered for special remedial and 
health programs and the board 
indicated they will probably take 
advantage of them. One program 
already 
worked 
out 
is 
for 
remedial reading classes for 
all the schools. Others being 
considered are in the field of 
remedial music, school nurses, 
counseling and a county mater­ 
ials center for such items as 
special films, film strips, pro­ 
jectors and other items which 
can be shared by the schools. 
These programs have not all 
been planned but Supt. W. V. Hill 
indicated they will be completed 
and submitted to the proper fed­ 
eral agency for its approval. 
The current 
enrollment 
of 
the schools is 2,197. It 
was 
pointed out that 42 per cent of 
these pupils come from what 
the federal government classi­ 
fies as impoverished fam ilies, 
many of them depending upon 
welfare 
and ADC for 
their 
living. 
The current tax rate is $3.60 
per $100 valuation and the 10£ 
increase would put it at $3.70, 
Patrons of the district 
must 
vote approval of the levy 
in 
April.

AP - Resentment over

munist boasts is tending to prod 
hesitant nations into creating a 
standby 
inter-American m ili­ 
tary force. 
This is a pet U.S. project. It 
Is expected to come up again 
when the foreign m inisters of 
the Americans meet this year. 
They are scheduled to con­ 
vene here In July. 
Most Latin-American minis­ 
ters cold-shouldered Secretary 
of state Dean Rusk on the force 
Idea when they met in Rio de 
Janeiro, Brazil, last November. 
Many 
nations feared the U.S.- 
sponsored, multinational army 
could become 
an instrument 
for intervention in their domes­ 
tic affairs. 
An uproar 
against interven­ 
tion is bursting out now. But 
it is aimed at Moscow, Peking 
and Havana, not Washington. 
The Red leaders themselves 
changed the picture. Commu­ 
nists and fellow travelers from 
all over the world met 
in 
Havana last month for a tri- 
continental 
conference 
of 
revolutionists. 
The 
meeting’s outcome was 
an open call for increased sub­ 
version in Latin America, Asia 
and Africa. The ultimate goal, 
the 
delegates 
agreed, 
is 
toppling 
non-Communist gov­ 
ernm ents in those areas. 
The Soviet Union pledged sup­ 
port 
to this aim, an oft- re ­ 
peated theme in Fidel Castro’s 
marathon speeches in Cuba. 
The Latin-American 
nations 
rose in anger. In heated ses­ 
sions at 
the Organization of 
American States 
in Washing­ 
ton, 
all condemned the inter­ 
vention aims voiced by the Ha­ 
vana resolutions. 
Only Mexico 
refused to back 
an outright 
denunciation of 
the Soviet Union and a resolu­ 
tion condemning the 
Havana 
meeting. 
The 
resolution, 
charging the Havana conference 
with violating the United Na­ 
tions 
charter, was delivered 
by 
the 
Latin-American 
re ­ 
publics 
to the U. N. Security 
Council Feb. 7. 
Mexico 
is the only 
Latin- 
American country still main­ 
taining 
diplomatic relations 
with Cuba. 
Opposition to the 
force idea 
still is to be expected. 
Latin 
Americans have 
an 
inbred 
fear of intervention. 
Memories 
of U.S. 
interven­ 
tion in Latin-American coun­ 
trie s earlier in the century lie 
at the root. 
It took Washington long, agon­ 
izing efforts 
to m uster some 
troops from Brazil, Paraguay, 
and 
Central American repub­ 
lics 
to make an International 
force out of the 
American 
contingent 
in the Dominican 
Republic. 
Washington 
wants to 
be 
sure 
this does not happen 
again. 
By 
having a 
joint inter- 
American 
force set up on a 
permanent basis, 
the United 
States would sidestep the risk 
of having to intervene unilater­ 
ally.

War Test U.S. 


Money Balance

NEW \rORK - Prosperity and 
war are teaming up to throw 
roadblocks in the uphill struggle 
to balance U.S. financial trans­ 
actions with the rest of the 
world. 
War in Southeast 
Asis 
is 
draining some dollars and Is 
likely to draw still more over­ 
seas when the administration 
•would 
like to keep as many 
Yankee dollars at home 
as it 
can. 
Prosperity is 
causing 
U.S. 
imports to rise 
much faster 
than exports. 
We have more 
money, 
want 
more foreign 
goods, need 
more 
raw ma­ 
terials from abroad to satisfy 
consumer 
demands 
at home. 
Boom times 
also are putting 
a 
strain on the 
administra­ 
tion’s 
guidelines 
on wages 
and prices. 
And 
holding 
down the price 
of 
American 
products is important for two 
reasons; 1. It keeps them with­ 
in the ability 
of 
less af­ 
fluent 
nations 
to buy. 
2. 
It helps keep American goods 
competitive 
with those pro­ 
duced 
in other industrialized 
lands where production costs, 
though rising, 
are still lower 
than here. 
The United States made good 
strides in 1965 
in cutting the 
balance of payments deficit that 
has plagued it since 1957. The 
net drain of dollars overseas 
was cut to $1.3 billion, from 
$2.8 billion in 1964. 
The big­ 
gest loss 
had been $3.9 bil­ 
lion in 1960 
and this has in­ 
spired 
the drive to balance 
the payments 
and try to halt 
the outflow of gold. 
The administration has been 
hoping that 1966 will see the de­ 
ficit either abolished or cut to 
as low as $250 million. 
Now 
it is taking a second 
look at 
its earlier forecasts. 
Last year American military 
activity in all overseas areas 
cost $1.6 billion. Officials say 
that this year this may rise to 
$2.1 billion. 
The 
loss would have to be 
made up elsewhere. 
But the 
figures on foreign 
trade are less reassuring now 
than some time back. U.S. ex­ 
ports rose by 4 per cent tn 
1965 
over 1964. 
But imports 
were climbing 
by more than 
15 per cent. 
At $26.3 billion 
exports did top imports of$21.5 
billion by $4.8 billion to help 
offset 
dollar 
losses in other 
directions, 
such as foreign 
aid, military activities, 
and 
tourist spending. 
The 
thing that gives pause, 
however, is that in 
1964 ex­ 
ports had topped imports 
by 
$6.7 
billion. 
If imports con­ 


tinue to rise at the much faster 
pace than 
do exports, 
the 
favorable 
trade 
gap of the 
United States could dwindle, 
and make the dollar losses from 
other sources hard to hold in 
line. 
While rising imports and in­ 
creasing 
military 
spending 
overseas 
are dampening the 
earlier hopes 
that the 
U.S. 
deficit could be eliminated this 
year, Washington has been get­ 
ting good help from U.S. cor­ 
porations 
and 
banks in the 
voluntary trimming of over­ 
seas 
investments and loans. 
The administration 
is tight­ 
ening 
up 
these voluntary 
controls, 
although expressing 
satisfaction with last 
year’s 
results. 
Officials say direct corporate 
investment 
abroad was 
held 
below $3.4 billion, represent­ 
ing a sharp turnabout at mid­ 
year 
from the first half an­ 
nual rate of $4.1 billion. Banks 
increased 
foreign loans and 
investments 
in 1965 
by only 
$155 million, 
compared to a 
gain of $2.4 billion in 1964. 
If tighter voluntary controls 
cut these investments and loans 
still more this year - if tour­ 
ists 
spend more at home and 
less abroad - 
if Viet 
Nam 
war 
spending 
doesn’t 
go 
higher 
than now projected — 
if 
U.S. 
exports somehow can 
be made to expand faster than 
imports — then, with all those 
“ ifs” the 1966 balance of pay­ 
ments story may have a happy 
ending.

Hearing on 
Bill to Hike 
Lawyer Fees 


WASHINGTON — Sen. Edward 
V. Long (D-Mo.)f chairman of 
the senate subcommittee on ad­ 
ministrative practice and pro­ 
cedure, today announced hear­ 
ings on a Senate bill aimed at 
removing limitations on fees of 
attorneys who take part in pro­ 
ceedings before federal agen­ 
cies. 
Agency and bar 
association 
representatives have been in­ 
vited to testify. The hearings 
will be held at 10 a.m. Feb. 
28. 
According to Long, 
federal 
agencies now impose 
lim ita­ 
tions on attorneys’ fees. The 
bill introduced by Sen. John 
L. McClellan (D-Ark.), would 
abolish these provisions, and 
would allow each administrative 
agency to pay attorney’s fees 
in an amount equal to the value 
of the services of attorneys. 
There are at present three 
general types of limitations on 
attorneys’ fees: (1) fixed dollar

Symington Favors Bombing 
Of Usual Military Targets 


WASHINGTON - “ Instead 
of 
buses and empty barracks in 
North Vietnam ,” United States 
planes 
“ should be attacking 
norm al m ilitary targets — for 
example, the power stations 
which we have attacked 
very 
little, the petroleum which we, 
in effect, 
have attacked not at 
all, the docks and the harbors 
that we have not attacked or 
mined,” Senator 
Stuart Sym­ 
ington 
said in a statem ent re ­ 
leased here. 
“ I do not think 
by increas­ 
ing your m ilitary target effort, 
you are in any way really esca­ 
lating. You can lose your pilots 
and you can lose your planes — 
we’ve been losing a great many 
pilots and a great many planes 
bombing buses or empty b ar­ 
racks — when you could have 
been effectively bombing petro­ 
leum or power stations.” 
Symington recalled that in his 
own observations in the Battle 
of Britain in early 1941, 
and 
later from his study of 
the 
Strategic Bombing 
Surveys of 
Germany in 1945 and Japan in 
1946, 
that “ in World War 
II 
it wasn’t until the United States 
-hit, 
and continued to hit, the 
real m ilitary targets 
that we 
got the effect that can come from 
air attacks.” 
In his rem arks recorded here 
ea rlie r 
this week for Metro­ 
media News 
for Radio Station 
KMBC in Kansas City, KMOXin

Symington FavorsBombing 
Of Usual Military Targets 


WASHINGTON - “ Instead 
of 
buses and empty barracks in 
North Vietnam,** United States 
planes 
“ should be attacking 
norm al m ilitary targets — for 
example, the power stations 
which we have attacked 
very 
little, the petroleum which we, 
in effect, 
have attacked not at 
all, the docks and the harbors 
that we have not attacked or 
mined,** Senator 
Stuart Sym­ 
ington 
said in a statem ent re ­ 
leased here. 
“ I do not think 
by increas­ 
ing your m ilitary target effort, 
you are in any way really esca­ 
lating. You can lose your pilots 
and you can lose your planes — 
we've been losing a great many 
pilots and a great many planes 
bombing buses or empty b ar­ 
racks — when you could have 
been effectively bombing petro­ 
leum or power stations.’’ 
Symington recalled that in his 
own observations in the Battle 
of Britain in early 1941, 
and 
later from his study of 
the 
Strategic Bombing 
Surveys of 
Germany in 1945 and Japan in 
1946, 
that “ in World War 
II 
it wasn’t until the United States 
-hit, 
and continued to hit, the 
real m ilitary targets 
that we 
got the effect that can come from 
air attacks.** 
In his rem arks recorded here 
e a rlie r 
this week for Metro­ 
media News 
for Radio Station 
KM BC in Kansas City, KMOXin 
St. Louis, 
and other stations 
throughout M issouri andthe na­ 
tion, Symington also said; 
“ If 
we continue this policy 
of denigrating our air and sea 
power, we’re going to end up by- 
exchanging 
in 
the 
jungles, 
ground w arfare, one 
for one.. 
One of our American boys and 
one 
of these Com munists. I 
don’t think that is the way that 
we should wage a war of this 
character. 
If it is important 
to be 
there at all, 
then I 
think it’s im portant 
for us to 
consider 
the quality 
that we 
have 
as a result of 
our 
technological superiority, in­ 
stead 
of subverting our inter­ 
ests on a quantitative basis, to 
where they have the advantage, 
namely in people.** 
“ A 
group, indiscrim inately 
called the “ doves,** whatever 
that m eans, end up by saying. 


‘Now 
understand, 
I'm 
not 
criticizing 
the Johnson 
Ad­ 
m inistration, 
and I don't say 
that 
we should get out 
of 
there*. 
In 
the first 
place, I 
do think they’re criticizing the 
Administration, and in the sec­ 
ond place, I think 
that 
even 
though they're not saying it, 
they’re 
implying 
that we 
should 
get out 
of there. My 
position is clear. 
I think we 
should move forward, or move 
out; 
and not just continue sit­ 
ting there waiting for the next 
attacks.** 
“ I 
went 
all over the F ar 
E ast, to the various windows to 
China — Japan, Korea, Taiwan, 
Hong Kong, Thailand and South 
Vietnam — to find what people 
thought the Red Chinese would 
do. Nobody felt that any amount 
of bombing 
of North Vietnam 
would bring in the Red Chinese. 
“ I don't 
think we can go too 
far In apprehension about what 
the Red Chinese might or might 
not 
do. Don’t m isunderstand 
me — we should give it full 
consideration, but it shouldn’t 
be the only consideration, 
or 
else we will destroy our ca­ 
pacity for decision. 
“ I’m 
one who thinks that 
we should have policies that es­ 
tablish events instead of wait­ 
ing to let events establish our 
policies.’* 
“ I think the Red Chinese are 
rea lists 
and unless their own 
country 
is 
in 
danger — as 
somebody said — they look for­ 
ward 
eagerly 
to having this 
continue to the last North Viet­ 
namese.*’ 
“ In 
my opinion 
(when the 
President 
said 
after 
the 
Honolulu meeting, *we will be 
successful; 
we will prevail*) 
he 
was saying w e're going to 
stay there up to the point where 
we believe that the South Viet­ 
nam ese 
can have an election, 
without te rro r being a part of 
it, so that they can have at the 
head of their government those 
people they really believe in and 
that they want to see run their 
government.** 
“ I think w e're doing a won­ 
derful job 
by our efforts in 
the areas 
of economics 
or 
education in the villages. 
We 
have political action team s of 
young people that w e're train- 
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mg rn order 
to have them go 
back to the villages 
and 
to 
m erchandise, in effect, democ­ 
racy 
and 
the 
rights of the 
individual. 
I 
went 
down to 
where this training is going on. 
My guide 
gave me a pin they 
distribute. 
It has 
three T*s, 
for 
three South Vietnamese 
words, that stand for victory, 
love and sincerity, in 
that 
o rder. We 
train thousands 
a 
month 
in this effort. 
It was 
a 
wonderful sight to see and 
it certainly is taking hold. 
“ We have a commitment to 
the people of South 
Vietnam, 
not to the Government, and if 
we walk out on the people 
of 
South Vietnam what would any 
other people in the world think 
about what 
we would 
do in 
case it 
got 
rough for us de­ 
fending them. 
“ The 
truth of the m atter is 
that the Free World is held to­ 
gether 
in many 
ways by the 
honor of 
the United States. 
We 
have 
over forty treaties 
around 
the 
world 
today 
guaranteeing 
the defense of 
these countries. 
“ A 
lot of 
people 
forget 
this — 700,000 South 
Viet­ 
nam ese (are) fighting with us 
in South Vietnam. 
Only 
five 
percent of 
them are con­ 
scripts, 
the rest 
are volun­ 
te ers. These people are fight­ 
ing 
and dying in many tim es 
the numbers of our people. 
“ The Viet Cong 
are 
the 
cruelest people, when they go 
into a village, that I have ever 
known. 
There*s a book which 
tells of 
them coming Into 
a 
single village, and they lined 
up the m other, father and the 
four children. F irst they dis­ 
emboweled 
the littlest baby In 
front of the rest, and then the 
older 
child, 
and 
then 
the 
older, 
and then 
the oldest, 


and then the mother 
In front 
of the father, 
and then 
the 
father. 
And I said to one 
of 
our highest people in the Spec­ 
ial F orces, 
this 
is 
such a 
a dreadful story, this couldn’t 
be tru e. 
He said, *1 
know 
the village and I knew the man 
that 
was disemboweled.* Now 
that’s 
the type and character 
of enemy that we’re dealing with 
and 
that we would leave 
the 
South V ietnam ese to the m er­ 
cies of if we walked out. 
I 
don’t 
see how ever again the 
people of the world could re­ 
spect the word of honor of the 
United 
States 
if 
we 
just 
walked out.**
